Feds vow major aid for Hurricane Ian 
victims amid rescues

FORT MYERS, Fla. (AP) — 
With the death toll from 
Hurricane Ian rising and 
hundreds of thousands of 
people without power in 
Florida and the Carolinas, 
U.S. officials vowed Sunday 
to unleash an unprece- 
dented amount of federal 


disaster aid as crews scram- 
bled to rescue people still 
trapped by floodwaters. 
Days after Ian tore through 
central Florida, carving a 
deadly path of destruction 
into the Carolinas, water 
levels continued to rise in 
some flooded areas, inun- 
dating homes and streets 
that were passable just a 
day or two earlier. 


With 
branches 
strewn 
across the grounds of St. Hil- 
lary’s Episcopal Church in 
Ft. Myers, the Rev. Charles 
Cannon recognized the 
immense loss during his Sun- 
day sermon but also gave 
thanks for what remained. 
That included the church’s 
stained-glass windows and 
steeple.

“People think they have 
lost everything, but you 
haven’t lost everything if 
you haven’t lost yourself,” 
he said. 
Deanne Criswell, admin- 
istrator 
of 
the 
Federal 
Emergency Management 
Agency, said the federal 
government was ready to 
help in a huge way, focus- 
ing first on victims in Florida, 
which took the brunt of one 
of the strongest storms to 
make landfall in the United 
States. President Joe Bi- 
den and first lady Jill Biden 
plan to visit the state on 
Wednesday. 
Flooded 
roadways 
and 
washed-out bridges to bar- 
rier islands left many people 
isolated amid limited cell- 
phone service and a lack 


of basic amenities such 
as water, electricity and 
the internet. And officials 
warned that the situation in 
many areas isn’t expected 


to improve for several days 
because all of the rain 
that fell has nowhere to go 
since waterways are over- 
flowing. 


Nearly 850,000 homes and 
businesses were still without 
electricity Sunday, down 
from a peak of 2.67 million. 
Criswell told “Fox News Sun- 
day” that the federal gov- 
ernment began to arrange 
the “largest amount of 
search and rescue assets 
that I think we’ve ever put 
in place before” to supple- 
ment Florida’s resources. 
Even so, recovery will take 
time, said Criswell, who 
visited the state on Friday 
and Saturday to assess the 
damage and talk to survi- 
vors. She cautioned that 
dangers remain. 
“We worry a lot about the 
direct impacts from the 
storm itself as it is mak- 
ing landfall, but we see so 
many more injuries and 
sometimes more fatalities 
after the storm,” Criswell 
said. “People need to stay 
vigilant right now. Stand- 
ing water brings with it all 
kinds of hazards — it has 
debris, it could have power 
lines, it could have hazards 
in there that you just don’t 
know about.” 
At least 54 people have 
been 
confirmed 
dead: 
47 in Florida, four in North 
Carolina 
and 
three 
in 
Cuba. 
The 
weakened 
storm drifted north on Sun- 
day and was expected to 
dump rain on parts of Vir- 
ginia, West Virginia, Mary- 
land and southern Penn- 
sylvania, according to the 
National Hurricane Center, 
which warned of the po- 
tential for flash-flooding. 
More than 1,000 people 
have been rescued from 
flooded areas along Flor- 
ida’s southwestern coast 
alone, Daniel Hokanson, a 
four-star general and head 
of the National Guard, told 
The Associated Press. 
In rural Seminole County, 
north of Orlando, residents 
donned 
waders, 
boots 
and bug spray to paddle 
to their flooded homes on 
Sunday. 
Ben Bertat found 4 inches 
(10 centimeters) of water 
in his house by Lake Harney 
after kayaking there. 
“I think it’s going to get 
worse because all of this 
water has to get to the 
lake” said Bertat, pointing 
to the water flooding a 
nearby road. “With ground 


saturation, all this swamp 
is full and it just can’t take 
any more water. It doesn’t 
look like it’s getting any 
lower.” 
Gabriel Madling kayaked 
through several feet of wa- 
ter on his street, delivering 
sandbags to stave off wa- 
ter that had crept to his 
doorstep. 
“My home is close to un- 
derwater,” Madling said. 
“Right now, I’m just going 
to sandbag as much as I 
can and hope and pray.” 
Florida Gov. Ron DeSantis 
said Saturday that multibil- 
lionaire businessman Elon 
Musk was providing some 
120 Starlink satellites to 
“help bridge some of the 
communication 
issues.” 
Starlink, a satellite-based 
internet system created by 
Musk’s SpaceX, will provide 
high-speed connectivity. 
The bridge to Pine Island, 
the largest barrier island off 
Florida’s Gulf Coast, was 
destroyed by the storm, 
leaving it accessible only 
by boat or air. Some flew 
out by helicopter. 
An aerial photo of the 
Mad Hatter Restaurant on 
nearby Sanibel Island that 
was posted on social me- 
dia shows a mostly vacant 
patch of sand where the 
restaurant used to be. The 
staff is safe, according to 
a message on the restau- 
rant’s Facebook page. 
“The Mad Hatter Restau- 
rant, unfortunately, is out at 
sea right now,” the Face- 
book page reads. 
“The best news from this 
devastating scene is that 
there is still land for us to re- 
build.” 
Fort Myers Mayor Kevin An- 
derson on Sunday defend- 
ed Lee County officials 
from accusations that they 
had been slow in order- 
ing evacuations on Tues- 
day ahead of the storm, a 
day later than some other 
counties in the area did. 
“Warnings 
for 
hurricane 
season start in June. So 
there’s a degree of person- 
al responsibility here. I think 
the county acted appro- 
priately. The thing is, a cer- 
tain percentage of people 
will not heed the warnings 
regardless,” Anderson said 
on the CBS show “Face the 
Nation.”q

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Venezuela releases 7 jailed Americans; U.S. frees 2 prisoners

WASHINGTON (AP) — In 
a rare softening of hostile 
relations, the White House 
said Saturday that Venezu- 
ela freed seven Americans 
imprisoned in the South 
American country and the 
United States released two 
nephews of President Nich- 
olas Maduro's wife who 
had been jailed for years 
on drug smuggling convic- 
tions. 
The swap of the Americans, 
including five oil executives 
held for nearly five years, 
is the largest trade of de- 
tained citizens ever carried 
out by the Biden adminis- 
tration. 
"These individuals will soon 
be reunited with their fami- 
lies and back in the arms 
of their loved ones where 
they belong," President Joe 
Biden said in a statement. 
"Today, after years of be- 
ing wrongfully detained in 
Venezuela, we are bring- 
ing home" the seven men, 
whom the president cited 
by name. "We celebrate 
that seven families will be 
whole once more." 
The White House said Biden 
had spoken with the fami- 
lies and that the men were 
in stable health and have 
been offered a range of 
support services, including 
medical care. 
Maduro's government said 
in a statement that it was 
releasing 
the 
American 
citizens as a humanitar- 
ian gesture. It praised the 
diplomacy that resulted 
in the freeing of the two 
"unjustly imprisoned" Ven- 
ezuelans imprisoned in the 
United States and said it 
"hopes for the preservation 
of peace and harmony 
with all the nations of our 
region and the world." 
The 
exchange 
amounts 
to an unusual gesture of 
goodwill by Maduro as the 
socialist leader looks to re- 
build relations with the U.S. 
after vanquishing most of 
his domestic opponents. 
The deal follows months of 
back channel diplomacy 
by Washington's top hos- 
tage negotiator and other 
U.S. officials — secretive 
talks with a major oil pro- 
ducer that took on greater 


urgency 
after 
sanctions 
on Russia put pressure on 
global energy prices. 
The transfer took place in a 
country between the U.S. 
and Venezuela after the 
men in the deal arrived in 
separate planes, the Biden 
administration said. 
Those freed include five 
employees 
of 
Houston- 
based Citgo — Tomeu Va- 
dell, Jose Luis Zambrano, 
Alirio 
Zambrano, 
Jorge 
Toledo and Jose Pereira 
— who were lured to Ven- 
ezuela right before Thanks- 
giving in 2017 to attend a 
meeting at the headquar- 
ters of the company's par- 
ent, state-run-oil giant PD- 
VSA. 
Once there, they were 
hauled away by masked 
security agents who busted 
into a Caracas conference 
room. 
"I can't believe it," said Va- 
dell's 
daughter, 
Cristina, 
when contacted in Hous- 
ton 
by 
The 
Associated 
Press. Holding back tears of 
joy on her 31st birthday, she 
said: "This is the best birth- 
day present ever. I'm just so 
happy." 
Also released was Matthew 
Heath, a former U.S. Marine 
corporal from Tennessee 
who was arrested in 2020 
at a roadblock in Venezu- 
ela on what the State De- 
partment has called "spe- 
cious" weapons charges, 
and Florida man, Osman 
Khan, who was arrested in 
January. 
The United States freed 
Franqui 
Flores 
and 
his 
cousin Efrain Campo neph- 
ews of "First Combatant" 
Cilia Flores, as Maduro has 
called his wife. The men 
were arrested in Haiti in a 
Drug Enforcement Admin- 
istration sting in 2015 and 
immediately taken to New 
York to face trial. 
They were convicted the 
following year in a highly 
charged case that cast a 
hard look at U.S. accusa- 
tions of drug trafficking at 
the highest levels of Madu- 
ro's administration. 
Both men were granted 
clemency by Biden before 
the release. 
The Biden administration 
has been under pressure 
to do more to bring home 
the roughly 60 Americans it 


believes are held hostage 
abroad or wrongfully de- 
tained by hostile foreign 
governments. While much 
of the focus is on Russia, 
where the U.S. has so far 
tried unsuccessfully to se- 
cure the release of WNBA 
star Brittney Griner and 
another 
American, 
Paul 
Whelan, 
Venezuela 
has 
been holding the largest 
contingent of Americans 
suspected of being used as 
bargaining chips. 
At least four other Ameri- 
cans remain detained in 
Venezuela, including two 
former Green Berets in- 
volved in a slapdash at- 
tempt to oust Maduro in 
2019, and two other men 
who, like Khan, were de- 
tained for allegedly enter- 
ing the country illegally from 
neighboring Colombia.q

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Man accused of killing 22 older women goes on trial again

DALLAS (AP) — After Mary 
Brooks was found dead on 
the floor of her Dallas-area 
condo, grocery bags from 
a shopping trip still on her 
countertop, authorities de- 
cided the 87-year-old had 
died of natural causes. 
Even after her family dis- 
covered jewelry was miss- 
ing — including a coral 
necklace she loved and 
diamond rings — it took an 
attack on another woman 
weeks later for police to re- 
consider. 
The next capital murder trial 
for Billy Chemirmir, 49, be- 
gins Monday in Dallas in the 
death of Brooks, one of 22 
older women he is charged 
with killing. The charges 
against Chemirmir grew in 
the years following his 2018 
arrest, as police across the 
Dallas area reexamined 
the deaths of older people 
that had been considered 
natural, even though fami- 
lies raised alarm bells about 
missing jewelry. Four indict- 
ments were added this 
summer. 
Chemirmir, who maintains 
his innocence, was con- 
victed in April of capital 
murder in the smothering 
death of 81-year-old Lu Thi 
Harris and sentenced to 
life in prison without parole. 
He will receive the same 


punishment if convicted in 
Brooks' death. His first trial 
in Harris' death ended in 
a mistrial last November 
when the jury deadlocked. 
Loren Adair Smith, whose 
91-year-old 
mother 
is 
among those Chemirmir is 
charged with killing, will be 
among the many relatives 
of victims attending the 
trial, which, she said, brings 
a "huge bag of mixed feel- 
ings." 
"At the same time of hav- 
ing that dread feeling, we 
are really glad to go back 
and bring this chapter to a 
close," Smith said. 
It was Mary Annis Bartel's 
survival of a March 2018 
attack that set Chemirmir's 


arrest in motion. Bartel, 91 
at the time, told police that 
a man had forced his way 
into her apartment at an 
independent living com- 
munity for seniors, tried to 
smother her with a pillow 
and took her jewelry. 
Before Bartel died in 2020, 
she described the attack 
in a taped interview that 
was played at Chemirmir's 
previous trials. She said the 
minute she opened her 
door and saw a man wear- 
ing green rubber gloves, 
she knew she was in "grave 
danger." 
Police 
said 
they 
found 
Chemirmir the next day in 
the parking lot of his apart- 
ment complex. He was 


holding jewelry and cash, 
and had just thrown away 
a large red jewelry box. 
Documents in the box led 
them to the home of Harris, 
who was found dead in her 
bedroom, lipstick smeared 
on her pillow. 
At trial, prosecutors pre- 
sented evidence that Har- 
ris and Chemirmir were 
checking out at the same 
time at a Walmart just 
hours before she was found 
dead. 
In a video interview with 
police, Chemirmir told a 
detective that he made 
money by buying and sell- 
ing jewelry, and that he 
had also worked as a care- 
giver and a security guard. 
Most of Chemirmir's al- 
leged victims lived in apart- 
ments at independent liv- 
ing communities for older 
people. The women he's 
accused of killing in private 
homes include the widow 
of a man he had cared 
for while working as an at- 
home caregiver. 
Brooks' 
grandson, 
David 
Cuddihee, 
testified 
that 
he found her body on Jan. 
31, 2018. He said she had 
sometimes used a cane 
but was still healthy and 
active. 
"She would walk to church, 
she would walk to the den- 
tist down the street," Cuddi- 
hee said. 


Police testified that grocery 
receipts showed Brooks was 
at Walmart the day before 
her body was found. Sur- 
veillance video from the 
store showed a vehicle 
matching the description 
of Chemirmir's leaving just 
after Brooks, going in the 
same direction. 
Dallas County District Attor- 
ney John Creuzot, a Demo- 
crat, decided to seek life 
sentences rather than the 
death penalty when he 
tried Chemirmir on two of 
his 13 capital murder cases 
in the county. His Repub- 
lican opponent has criti- 
cized that decision as he 
seeks reelection in the na- 
tion's busiest death penalty 
state. 
In an interview with The Dal- 
las Morning News, Creuzot 
said he's not against the 
death penalty, but among 
things he considers when 
deciding whether to pursue 
it are the time it takes be- 
fore someone is executed, 
the costs of appeals and 
whether the person would 
still be a danger to society 
behind bars. 
Chemirmir, he added, is 
"going to die in the peni- 
tentiary." 
Prosecutors in neighboring 
Collin County haven't said 
if they will try any of their 
nine capital murder cases 
against Chemirmir.q

Archives: Records from Trump WH 
staffers remain missing

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
National 
Archives 
and 
Records 
Administration 
informed lawmakers that 
a number of electronic 
communications 
from 
Trump White House staffers 
remain missing, nearly two 
years since the administra- 
tion was required to turn 
them over. 
The nation's record-keep- 
ing agency, in a letter 
Friday to the House Com- 
mittee on Oversight and 
Reform, said that despite 
an ongoing effort by staff, 
electronic 
communica- 
tions between certain un- 
identified White House of- 


ficials were still not in their 
custody. 
"While there is no easy way 
to establish absolute ac- 
countability, we do know 
that we do not have cus- 
tody of everything we 
should," 
Debra 
Steidel 
Wall, the acting U.S. ar- 
chivist, wrote in a letter to 
Oversight 
Chairwoman 
Carolyn Maloney, D-N.Y. 
The letter went on to 
specify that the National 
Archives 
would 
consult 
with the Justice Depart- 
ment about how to move 
forward and recover "the 
records 
unlawfully 
re- 
moved." 
It has been widely report- 
ed that officials in Presi- 


dent Donald Trump's White 
House used non-official 
electronic messaging ac- 
counts throughout his four 
years in office. The Presi- 
dential Records Act, which 
says that such records 
are government property 
and must be preserved, 
requires staff to copy or 
forward those messages 
into their official electronic 
messaging accounts. 
The agency says that while 
it has been able to obtain 
these records from some 
former officials, a number 
remain outstanding. The 
Justice Department has 
already pursued records 
from one former Trump of- 
ficial, Peter Navarro, who 


prosecutors accused of 
using at least one "non-of- 
ficial" email account — a 
ProtonMail account — to 
send and receive emails 
while he worked as the 
president's trade adviser. 
The legal action in Au- 


gust came just weeks af- 
ter Navarro was indicted 
on criminal charges af- 
ter refusing to cooperate 
with a congressional in- 
vestigation into the Jan. 
6, 2021, attack on the U.S. 
Capitol.q

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Israeli leader welcomes U.S. plan for sea border with Lebanon

JERUSALEM (AP) — Israel's 
prime minister on Sunday 
welcomed a U.S. proposal 
for setting the maritime bor- 
der with Lebanon, saying 
the American plan for re- 
solving a long-running dis- 
pute between the neigh- 
boring countries would lift 
Israel's economy and boost 
regional security. 
Prime Minister Yair Lapid 
said the proposal was de- 
livered over the weekend 
to both Israel and Leba- 
non. While he said it was 
still being studied, he said 
the plan would strengthen 
Israel's northern areas near 
the Lebanese border, allow 
Israel to produce addition- 
al natural gas and deliver 
new revenues to the na- 
tional coffers. 
"This is a deal that strength- 
ens Israel's security and Is- 
rael's economy," Lapid told 
his Cabinet. 
He also said Israel would 
not oppose the develop- 
ment of "an additional Leb- 
anese gas field" straddling 
the maritime border, as 
long as Israel receives "the 
share we deserve." He said 
this would weaken Leba- 
non's dependence on Iran, 
restrain the Hezbollah mili- 
tant group and promote 
regional stability. 


He said the deal was being 
reviewed by legal and de- 
fense officials before it is to 
be voted upon by the gov- 
ernment. Israeli media said 
a vote could take place 
Thursday. On Saturday, the 
proposal was also deliv- 
ered to Lebanese leaders. 
Israeli 
opposition 
leader 
Benjamin Netanyahu, un- 
der whom the negotiations 
began in 2020 and who is 
hoping to return to power 
in November elections, said 
he opposed the emerg- 
ing deal and wouldn't be 
bound by it if reelected. La- 
pid, the country's caretaker 
premier, is hoping to fend 
off Netanyahu in the polls. 
"Lapid has no mandate to 
give sovereign territory and 
sovereign assets that be- 
long to all of us to an ene- 
my state," Netanyahu said. 
Lebanon and Israel have 
been officially at war since 
Israel's creation in 1948 and 
both countries claim some 
860 square kilometers (330 
square miles) of the Medi- 
terranean Sea. 
Amos Hochstein, a senior 
adviser for energy security 
at the U.S. State Depart- 
ment who has been me- 
diating between the two 
neighbors, last visited Beirut 
in September, where he 
expressed optimism after 
meeting 
with 
Lebanon's 


leaders. 
Lebanon's 
parliament 
speaker, Nabi Berri, said in 
an interview with the Lon- 
don-based Asharq Al-Aw- 
sat newspaper Saturday 
the proposal "in principle 
meets the Lebanese de- 
mands." 
Lebanon hopes to unleash 
offshore oil and gas pro- 
duction as it grapples with 
the worst economic crisis in 
its modern history, plunging 
three-quarters of its popu- 
lation into poverty. 
A Lebanese official who at- 
tended the talks last month 
told The Associated Press 
that the proposal put for- 
ward by the U.S. envoy 


gives Lebanon the right to 
the Qana field, located 
partially in Israel's domain. 
A part of it stretches deep 
into a disputed area. The 
official added that the 
main point now is how to 
draw 
the 
demarcation 
line in a way that stretch- 
es south of Qana. Lapid's 
comments appeared to be 
a reference to the emerg- 
ing agreement over Qana. 
Israel set up a gas rig at 
its designated location at 
the Karish field. Israel says 
the field is part of its U.N.- 
recognized exclusive eco- 
nomic zone, while Lebanon 
insists Karish is in a disputed 
area.q

9 NATO members urge support for Ukraine after annexation 


PRAGUE (AP) — The heads 
of nine European NATO 
members on Sunday issued 


a joint statement backing 
a path to membership for 
Ukraine in the U.S.-led secu- 


rity alliance, and calling on 
all 30 NATO nations to ramp 
up military aid for Kyiv. 
Ukrainian President Volody- 
myr Zelenskyy made a sur- 
prise move Friday to apply 
for fast-track NATO mem- 
bership, in response to Rus- 
sia's annexation of four re- 
gions of Ukraine. 
NATO membership needs 
approval from all 30 mem- 
bers and Ukraine is unlikely 
to join anytime soon. Being 
a country already at war 
complicates the request. 
The nine NATO countries in 
Central and Eastern Europe 
fearful that Russia could 
target them next if it isn't 
stopped in Ukraine urged 
a response to the annexa- 
tion. 
The leaders of Czechia, 
Estonia, Latvia, Lithuania, 
North Macedonia, Monte- 


negro, Poland, Romania 
and Slovakia published a 
statement on their websites 
Sunday saying: "We sup- 
port Ukraine in its defense 
against Russia's invasion, 
demand (that Russia) im- 
mediately withdraw from 
all the occupied territories 
and encourage all allies to 
substantially increase their 
military aid to Ukraine." 
It said the leaders "firmly 
stood behind the 2008 Bu- 
charest NATO Summit deci- 
sion concerning Ukraine's 
future membership." At the 
2008 summit, NATO mem- 
bers 
welcomed 
Ukraine 
and Georgia's aspirations 
to join, but declined to pro- 
vide a clear timeline for 
the two countries' possible 
ascension. Sunday's letter 
didn't mention a timeline, 
either.q

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Mediator: Ousted Burkina Faso leader offers resignation

OUAGADOUGOU, Burkina 
Faso (AP) — Burkina Faso's 
ousted coup leader has 
offered his resignation as 
long as his security and 
other conditions were met, 
and the new junta leader 
who overthrew him has ac- 
cepted the deal, religious 
leaders mediating the West 
African nation's latest politi- 
cal crisis said Sunday. 
A junta spokesman later 
announced on state televi- 
sion that their leader, Capt. 
Ibrahim Traore, officially has 
been named head of state 
following the Friday coup 
that ousted Lt. Col. Paul 
Henri Sandaogo Damiba. 
Their power grab marked 
Burkina Faso's second mili- 
tary coup this year, deep- 
ening fears that the po- 
litical chaos could divert 
attention from an Islamic 
insurgency whose violence 
has killed thousands and 
forced 2 million to flee their 
homes. It followed unrest in 
Ouagadougou, the capi- 
tal, in which mobs on Sat- 
urday attacked the French 
embassy and other French- 
related sites, wrongly be- 
lieving that they were shel- 
tering Damiba. 
Along with agreeing not 
to harm or prosecute him, 
Damiba also asked Traore 
and the new junta leader- 
ship to respect the commit- 


ments already made to the 
West African regional bloc 
ECOWAS. 
Damiba, 
who 
came to power in a coup 
last January, had recently 
reached an agreement to 
hold an election by 2024. 
"President Paul Henri Sand- 
aogo Damiba proposed his 
own resignation in order to 
avoid clashes," said Hami- 
dou Yameogo, a spokes- 
man for the mediation ef- 
forts. 
Traore accepted the con- 
ditions, 
religious 
leaders 
said, but there was no im- 
mediate confirmation by 
Damiba himself of an offi- 
cial resignation. 
His whereabouts have re- 


mained unknown since the 
Friday night coup. 
Amid the mediation, the 
new junta leadership also 
called for an end to the un- 
rest. 
In a statement broadcast 
on state television, junta 
spokesman Capt. Kiswend- 
sida Farouk Azaria Sorgho 
called on people to "desist 
from any act of violence 
and vandalism" especially 
those against the French 
Embassy or the French mili- 
tary base. 
Anti-French sentiment rose 
sharply after the new junta 
alleged that interim presi- 
dent Damiba was shelter- 
ing at a French military base 


following his ouster. France 
vehemently denied the al- 
legation, but soon protest- 
ers with torches thronged 
the perimeter of the French 
Embassy in Ouagadougou. 
Saturday's 
violence 
was 
condemned by the French 
Foreign Ministry, which de- 
nied any involvement in the 
rapidly developing events. 
French Institutes in Ouaga- 
dougou and the country's 
second-largest city, Bobo- 
Dioulasso, had also been 
targeted and French citi- 
zens were urged to be very 
cautious. 
"The situation is very volatile 
in Burkina Faso," a French 
spokeswoman told The As- 


sociated Press on Sunday. 
Damiba came to power 
in January promising to se- 
cure the country from jihadi 
violence. 
However, the situation only 
deteriorated as jihadis im- 
posed blockades on towns 
and have intensified at- 
tacks. 
Last week, at least 11 sol- 
diers were killed and 50 
civilians went missing af- 
ter a supply convoy was 
attacked by gunmen in 
Gaskinde commune in the 
Sahel. The group of officers 
led by Traore said Friday 
that Damiba had failed 
and was being removed. 
To some in Burkina Faso's 
military, Damiba also was 
seen as too cozy with for- 
mer 
colonizer 
France, 
which maintains a military 
presence in Africa's Sahel 
region to help countries 
fight Islamic extremists. 
Some who support the new 
coup leader, Traore, have 
called on Burkina Faso's 
government to seek Rus- 
sian support instead. Out- 
side the state broadcaster 
on Sunday, supporters of 
Traore were seen cheering 
and waving Russian flags. 
In neighboring Mali, the 
coup leader has invited 
Russian mercenaries from 
the Wagner Group to help 
with security, a move than 
has drawn global condem- 
nation and accusations of 
human rights abuses.q

Yemen’s warring sides fail to extend UN-backed truce

SANAA, Yemen (AP) — The 
United Nations said Sun- 
day that negotiations be- 


tween 
Yemen's 
warring 
sides failed to extend a 
nationwide cease-fire, af- 
ter an agreement was not 
reached before a deadline 


on Oct. 2. In a statement, 
the U.N.'s envoy to Yemen 
called on all sides to refrain 
from acts of provocation as 
the talks continue. 
The development dampens 
hopes that the 6-month-old 
ceasefire could turn into a 
longer peace. 
The truce, which initially 
took effect in April, is the 
longest lull of fighting in Ye- 
men's civil war, now in its 
eighth year. The devastat- 
ing conflict began in 2014, 
when the Iranian-backed 
Houthis seized the capital of 
Sanaa and much of north- 
ern Yemen and forced the 
government into exile. 
In a statement, U.N. envoy 
for Yemen Hans Grundberg 
said he "regrets that an 


agreement has not been 
reached today," but thanks 
the internationally recog- 
nized government for "en- 
gaging positively" with the 
U.N.-drafted proposal to 
extend the cease-fire. He 
called on leaders to con- 
tinue to endeavor to reach 
an agreement. 
"I urge them to fulfill their 
obligation to the Yemeni 
people to pursue every av- 
enue for peace," he said. 
April's 
truce 
had 
origi- 
nally established a partial 
opening of the Sanaa air- 
port and the Red Sea port 
of Hodeida. The ensuing 
months have seen regular 
flights start again from the 
capital's airport to Jordan 
and Egypt. It also called for 


lifting a Houthi blockade on 
Taiz, the country's third larg- 
est city. 
But little progress has been 
made there, after talks 
aimed at reopening local 
roads stalled. Another stick- 
ing point is how salaries of 
public employees will be 
funded, many of whom 
have not been compen- 
sated for years. 
Sunday's statement came 
a few days after Grund- 
berg met in Sanaa with the 
top leader of the Houthis, 
Abdel-Malek 
al-Houthi, 
and other senior officials, 
who have been pushing 
for a full opening of the air- 
port. The envoy warned last 
week that the risk of return 
to war was "real."q

Task Force (FATF). 
FATF is an international or- 
ganization which monitors 
criminal activities of money 
laundering and financing 
for terrorism and prolifera- 
tion. The law regarding the 
introduction of UBO-Reg- 
ister passed Parliament a 
few months ago, and cur- 
rently this is being coordi- 


nated together with the 
Chamber of Commerce 
in order to define the last 


details before the introduc- 
tion date of 1st of January 
2023.q

Chef Jason Howard, born in Barabados but currently 
based in London, was invited by Infini’s creator, chef 
Urvin Croes to join forces to present very lucking guests 
with a unique taste of Caribbean flavors. 


Howard flew to Aruba especially to take part in the 
four hands dinner. 


“We knew each other on social media, basically look- 
ing at one another’s food”, Howard commented. “To 
be honest it’s quite refreshing to find another chef that 
actually pushes the cuisine at the level that chef Urvin 
is. It was nice to see that there is someone else out who 
is pushing the Caribbean flavors.” 


The menu for the four hands dinner consisted of eight 
courses, expertly paired with wines. 


The dinner was presented with alternating dishes by 
each chef, starting with Amuses by chef Croes, which 
included Johnny Cake, Banana Bread, and Annato 
Tartlet, paired with a delicious Famiglia Pasqua Romeo 
& Juliet Prosecco Rosé. 


The dishes presented by chef Howard 
included fresh Snapper paired with El 
Enemigo Chardonnay. “I had it to be 
pan-seared, but the quality of Snap- 
per on the island is so beautiful, I said 
no, we can’t really tarnish that skin. So 
we basically steamed it in some lemon 
juice, we saved the fish broth and the 
bones, with some Scotch Bonnet oil that 
I brewed when I came in, and it was 
lightly torched. And with that we have 
some braised cabbage in Scotch bon- 
net”, he explained. The cabbage was a 
hit with the diners, with many wanting to 
know more about the technique used 
for the marinating and braising, which 
gave it a particularly delicious flavor. 


The concept of Infini is that of a chef’s 
table, with seating around the serv- 
ing table in a cozy environment with a 
privileged view of the cooking. This ex- 
perience was precious even for chef 
Howard. “This is my dream, to be this 
intimate with the guests, to be speak- 
ing with the guests and have them see 
us finishing food, to prepare the food in 
front of them. So for me, this is a stan- 
dard that I would like to get to, but I re- 
ally was pushed to get to this standard 
of cuisine as well.” 


As for surprising Aruban flavors discov- 


ered by Howard on the island, he said: 
“To see how the island uses cornmeal, 
and different types of cornmeal. We 
use cornmeal in Barbados, our national 
dish called Cou-cou, but to see here 
how simply cornmeal is used, and how 
delicious it is, it gives me something to 
work on as well. It was also amazing to 
see Dutch culture blended in the island 
as well, and all of this is something that 
gave me a lot of inspiration.” And chef 
Urvin also found surprising elements 
through his exchange with Howard. 
“Basically how I do my sauces”, How- 
ard said. “My sauces are not anything 
that is taken from any cuisine anywhere 
else. There is a sauce I invented myself.” 
His sauce technique is based on Barba- 
dian cuisine, and this influence is also 
felt throughout his dishes in his unapolo- 
getic use of the Scotch Bonnet. “When 
[Croes] saw the sauce, it was something 
that he was very excited about. We’ve 
shared and bounced ideas off one an- 
other.” 


The event was planned twice and had 
to be cancelled twice because of the 
pandemic, and both those times it had 
sold-out. But third time was the charm, 
and the dinner finally took place with 
eagerly awaiting fans. 


“People have been very encouraging 
on social media. Aruba is an island I nev- 
er would’ve imagined was so culinary- 
inclined. Every place I’ve eaten here, 
the food has been amazing.” Howard 
also had compliments for the level of 
service on Aruba.

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Another Treasure of Aruba’s Beaches: Sea Glass! 


NOORD - It is hard to imag- 
ine this happening today, 
but 
years 
ago 
people 
dumped all kinds of refuse 
straight into the ocean, 
including old cars, and 
their household garbage, 
which of course included 
lots of glass. Over the next 
30 
years 
the 
pounding 
waves cleaned the beach, 
by breaking down every- 
thing but glass and pot- 
tery. The pounding waves 
washed the trash up and 
down, back and forth. Tons 
of polished, broken glass 
pieces were created by 
the pounding surf. These 
smoothened, colored glass 
particles then settled along 
the sea shore in millions, 
and that is why you can 
find these beautiful and 
colorful pieces on the north 
shore beaches of Aruba. 


Especially on the strip on 
white sand between the fa- 
mous Natural Bridge” and 
the huge red anchor close 
to “Grapefield” beach you 
will be able to find your own 
pieces of sea glass. The sea 
glass that was created is 
the product of a very long 
and interesting process. It 
can take anywhere from 
10 to 30 years to make sea 
glass. The name for any 
piece of glass that finds its 
way to the ocean and tum- 
bles around in the water 
long enough is “Sea glass. 


The colorful pieces of glass 
are being used for decora- 
tion, handcrafts and jew- 


elry! 
Once glass makes its way 
into the ocean, the glass is 
broken up into shards and is 
tumbled around in the wa- 
ter, where sand and other 
rocks act like sandpaper to 
smooth out its rough edges. 
Sometimes as the sea glass 
is passed through fire, it be- 
comes fire glass, the rarest 
of sea glass with certain 
inclusions, just like precious 
gems. 


For years, the water beat 
against the different kinds 
of trash being dumped. 
Glass, 
household 
appli- 
ances and even motor 
parts were discarded on 
the beach. The waves and 


weather conditions wore 
down the overwhelming 
amount of garbage in the 
water, creating millions of 
beautiful smooth rocks. 


It’s hard to believe the 
short-sighted mistakes we 
were making that could 
have 
potentially 
ruined 
these beautiful beaches. 
But thanks to natural pro- 
cesses, the ocean trans- 
formed the trash into the 
sea glass. 
Each colored gem on the 
beach has its own story. 


The ruby red glass stones 
are typically from old car 
tail-lights. 


Then, the sapphire rocks 
are the remnants of bro- 
ken apothecary bottles. 
The most common and 
the easiest to find are the 
brown 
(Amstel 
& 
Polar 
beer), 
green 
(Heineken 
& Balashi beer) and clear 
glass which are the soft 
much loved “soft drink” 
bottles. 


If you like to see the sea 
glass for yourself, and be 
in awe of the power of na- 
ture, rent a car or jeep and 
go explore our deserted 
beaches on the north side 
of the island. Make it a fun 
family day! 
Even if we didn’t mean to 
pollute the Beaches how 


we did, it is inspiring to see 
just how the earth can cor- 
rect our mistakes.

change into treasures! 


Everybody knows that you 
are not allowed to take 
local shells home, but the 
people working at the air- 
port have no problem you 
taking sea glass home. A 
few of those pieces make 
great souvenirs. You can 
place them in a wine glass 
or large bottle for decora- 
tion and every time you 
look at it a smile will light up 
your face thinking back of 
your unforgettable Aruba

Ivi Simon, vice-president of 
FEPOH said that Quota In- 
ternational of Aruba didn’t 
organize any activities dur- 
ing two years because of 
the pandemic, and right 
now, with a lot of enthusi- 
asm they are announcing 
the Picnic Dansant, an ac- 
tivity she said is awaited by 
many people. 


Picnic Dansant will take 
place on the 27th of No- 
vember at the Renaissance 
Conference Center, from 
2pm to 5pm. Simon said the 
theme for this year is ‘Back 
to the 80s’, and because 
a lot of people have been 
asking how to prepare for 
this day, she said that they 
need to prepare a dashing 
outfit. 


To fill the event with rhythm 
and music, the band Azu- 
car will be present. Simon 
mentioned there will also 
be food and drinks, and 
every fund that is raised on 
this day will be given back 
to the community in need 
of help. 


She also said that Quota In- 
ternational of Aruba in the 
past has made donations 
of up to 100,000 florins, but 
because of circumstances, 
the amounts have been re- 
ducing, to reach 40,000 flo- 
rins.

During the Covid-19 pan- 
demic, FEPOH detected 
that the demand for hear- 
ing care increased in Aru- 
ba, they don’t know if this is 
because people stayed at 
home a lot more because 
of pandemic rules, or other 
unknown reasons. What is 
important is that the orga- 
nization has been notic- 
ing, particularly at school, 
children and youth whose 
hearing is not as it should 
be. For this reason they 
feel the need to continue 
giving information on how 
to take care of hearing, 
since once a person loses 
their hearing, they cannot 
get it back. This happens 
slowly, and often the per- 
son doesn’t notice that it’s 
happening. This is why it’s 
very important to check 
tour hearing. They also rec- 
ommend not using head- 
phones with a high volume. 


The organization also said 
that normally during the 
carnival season there are 
campaigns to take care of 
your ears, but people are 
not aware of loud sounds 
for the rest of the year. For 
example during new year 
with fireworks, sometimes 
people stand close and 
don’t notice that it’s just 
as loud as a carnival trail- 
er and can also ruin their 
hearing. Simon said that all 
loud sounds are very dam- 


aging to hearing, and for 
this reason, Quota Interna- 
tional of Aruba encourages 
people to be aware of this 
and prevent irrevocable 
damage. She explains that 
loud sounds can be ma- 
chinery at work in construc- 
tion or industry, printing and 
fabrics, and it’s for this rea- 
son that these workplaces 
have safety measures in 
place. 


From a young age it is im- 
portant to take care of 
hearing and follow all rec- 
ommendations. 
This 
in- 
cludes not subjecting the 
ear to very intense sounds 
in order to avoid auditory 


problems and infections, 
which are considering the 
second 
most 
prevalent 
cause of hearing loss. A rec- 
ommendation is to reduce 
the amount of machin- 
ery operating at the same 
time; keeping electronics 
at a safe volume; not lis- 
tening to music with head- 
phones during more than 
one hour per day, while 
keeping them at a volume 
below 60%; use protection 
when working with sound; 
dry both ears carefully af- 
ter shower or going into the 
pool, to avoid that water 
gets inside and causes an 
infection. q

NEW YORK (AP) — You’ll no longer be able 
to store your precious coins, jewelry and 
paperwork at JPMorgan Chase & Co., as 
the bank has stopped opening new safety 
deposit boxes for customers. 
A spokesman for the bank said Chase de- 
cided late last year to stop offering new 
deposit boxes to customers as a “business 
decision” but declined to share specifics. 
Customers who have a box with Chase 
will be able to keep the box as long as the 
branch stays open, but they will not be 
able to open a new one at another loca- 
tion. 
Banks long stopped opening up cavern- 
ous branches with dozens of teller windows 
and a vault the size of a one-bedroom 
apartment. Reflecting the fact that cus- 


tomers may not enter a bank branch for 
months at a time, most branches are now 
designed to be small, with multiple ATMs, 
as well as breakout spaces so bankers can 
one-on-one interactions with customers 
when needed. Chase’s newest branches 
have not vaults for some time.q

That is 
baloney in all caps,” says

What can I do to take 
one step today?’” 
1. FORGIVE YOURSELF FIRST, 
THEN MAKE A PLAN 
The first and most difficult 


step is understanding how 
you got here. When Valerie 
Rivera, a certified finan- 
cial planner and founder 
of FirstGen Wealth in Chi- 
cago, works with clients, 
she helps them go through 
credit card statements to 
categorize purchases and 
look for spending patterns. 
That makes it easier to cre- 
ate a new spending plan 
that leaves room for debt 
repayment. 
Here’s why this part is es- 
sential: It takes you out of 
autopilot. You may have 
been 
making 
minimum 
payments on your debts 
because that’s what you 
felt you could handle. And 
while that approach does 
allow you to avoid late 
fees and knocks to your 
credit scores, it’ll keep you 
trapped in debt for a much 


longer time. If you can shift 
your spending even slightly, 
you may be able to afford 
bigger payments. 
If you have $10,000 in credit 
card debt at a 17% inter- 
est rate and you pay $150 
per month toward your 
balance, it’ll take 17 years

Nobel season is here: 5 things to know about the prizes 


COPENHAGEN, 
Denmark 
(AP) — The beginning of 
October means Nobel Prize 
season. Six days, six prizes, 
new faces from around the 
globe added to the world's 
most elite roster of scien- 
tists, 
writers, 
economists 
and human rights leaders. 
This year's Nobel season 
kicks off Monday with the 
medicine award, followed 
by daily announcements: 
physics on Tuesday, chem- 
istry on Wednesday and 
literature on Thursday. The 
2022 Nobel Peace Prize will 
be announced on Friday 
and the economics award 
on Oct. 10. 
Here are five other things to 
know about the coveted 
prizes: 
WHO CREATED THE NOBEL 
PRIZES? 
The prizes in medicine, 
physics, chemistry, litera- 
ture and peace were es- 
tablished by the will of 
Alfred Nobel, a wealthy 
Swedish 
industrialist 
and 
the inventor of dynamite. 
The first awards were hand- 
ed out in 1901, five years 


after Nobel's death. 
Each prize is worth 10 mil- 
lion kronor (nearly $900,000) 
and will be handed out with 
a diploma and gold medal 
on Dec. 10 -- the date of 
Nobel's death in 1896. 
The economics award — 
officially known as the Bank 
of Sweden Prize in Econom- 
ic Sciences in Memory of 
Alfred Nobel — wasn't cre- 
ated by Nobel, but by Swe- 
den's central bank in 1968. 
Between 1901 and 2021, 
the Nobel Prizes and the 
prize in economic sciences 
have been awarded 609 
times. 
WHO KNOWS WHO WILL 
WIN AND WHY? 
The Nobel statutes prohibit 
the judges from discussing 
their deliberations for 50 
years. So it's probably go- 
ing to be a while before we 
know for sure how judges 
made their picks for 2022 
and who was on their short 
lists. 
The judges try hard to 
avoid dropping hints about 
the winners before the an- 
nouncements, but some- 


times word gets out. Book- 
ies in Europe sometimes 
offer 
odds 
on 
possible 
peace prize and literature 
Nobel winners. 
WHO CAN NOMINATE A 
CANDIDATE? 
Thousands 
of 
people 
around the world are eligi- 
ble to submit nominations 
for the Nobel Prizes. 
They include university pro- 
fessors, lawmakers, previ- 
ous Nobel laureates and 
the committee members 
themselves. 
Although 
the 
nomina- 
tions are kept secret for 
50 years, those who sub- 
mit them sometimes an- 
nounce their suggestions 
publicly, particularly for the 
Nobel Peace Prize. 
WHAT ABOUT THE NORWE- 
GIAN CONNECTION? 
The Nobel Peace Prize 
is presented in Norway 


while the other awards are 
handed out in Sweden. 
That's how Alfred Nobel 
wanted it. His exact rea- 
sons are unclear but dur- 
ing his lifetime Sweden 
and Norway were joined 
in a union, which was dis- 
solved in 1905. Sometimes 
relations have been tense 
between the Nobel Foun- 
dation in Stockholm, which 
manages the prize money, 
and the fiercely indepen- 
dent peace prize commit- 
tee in Oslo.q

The six-inning win helped 
Philadelphia

of four from the worst-in- 
the-majors Nationals to im- 
prove to 86-73 after getting 
to town on a five-game los- 
ing streak. 
The Phillies and interim man- 
ager Rob Thomson began 
Sunday with a one-game 
lead over the Milwaukee 
Brewers for the third and 
final wild-card berth in the 
National League.

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Wilson rallies Jets past Pickett, Steelers 24-20

PITTSBURGH (AP) — There 
was no doubt in Zach Wil- 
son's mind. None. And the 
second-year New York Jets 
quarterback had no inter- 
est in keeping his confi- 
dence to himself. 
So walking into the huddle 
late in the fourth quarter on 
Sunday, the Jets down by 
three in a place the fran- 
chise had won just once in 
over a half-century of try- 
ing, Wilson let it be known 
he wasn't settling for a field 
goal and a chance at 
overtime. 
Wilson leaned into the 
huddle and said simply, as 
running back Breece Hall 
put it: "Let's go score a ... 
touchdown." 
Ten plays, 65 yards, a hand- 
ful of heady throws by Wil- 
son and one outstretched 
arm by Hall later, the Jets 
were in the end zone and 
a franchise that has been 
running in place for years 
took another potentially 
significant 
step 
forward 
with an unlikely 24-20 vic- 
tory. 
"It felt like that was the 
first time as an offense we 
didn't feel stagnant, we 
didn't feel timid," Wilson 
said. "Everyone was play- 
ing fast. Everyone was right 
on cue with what the calls 
were. It's so much fun play- 
ing like this." 
It certainly looked like it as 
the Jets put together their 
second 
massive 
come- 
back on the road in three 
weeks. Last month in Cleve- 
land it was Joe Flacco 
pulling out an improbable 
victory in the final seconds 
while 
Wilson 
recovered 
from a knee injury, suffered 
during the preseason. 
On the first Sunday it was 
Wilson — the de facto face 
of New York's latest rebuild 
— spoiling Kenny Pickett's 
debut in Pittsburgh by mak- 
ing the kind of plays that 
came only sporadically if 
they came at all during his 
wildly uneven rookie sea- 
son in 2021. 
Wilson expects 2022 to 
be different. It might just 
be after he finished 18 
of 36 for 252 yards with a 
touchdown and two in- 
terceptions in his first ac- 
tion since August. Wilson 


also became the first quar- 
terback in Jets history to 
catch a touchdown when 
he hauled in a 2-yard pass 
from Braxton Berrios in the 
second quarter in New 
York's version of the "Philly 
Special" run by the Eagles 
in the Super Bowl. 
"I've got the best hands on 
the team," Wilson said with 
a laugh. 
He's joking. Those hands — 
at least against the Steel- 
ers — may have belonged 
to defensive back Michael 
Carter II, whose diving inter- 
ception with 3:34 remaining 
gave Wilson and company 
a chance to win for just the 
second time in 12 visits to 
Pittsburgh since 1970. 
Wilson then calmly hit on 
each of his next five passes 
to put Hall in position to win 
it. 


The last two of the rookie 
back's 66 yards rushing 
came with his ever-churn- 
ing legs bringing him close 
enough to the end zone 
that he was able to ex- 
tend the ball across the 
goal line. Referees initially 
ruled Hall fumbled, a call 
that was overturned when 
replay showed Hall broke 
the plane before the ball 
squirted free. 
"We've always got that 
fight," Hall said. " You know, 
we feel like we can come 
back from any deficit." 
It's a feeling the Steelers 
(1-3) have been searching 
for during a shaky open- 
ing month of the season. 
Trailing by four at halftime, 
coach Mike Tomlin made 
a move that long seemed 
inevitable by putting Pick- 
ett in for the erratic Mitch 


Trubisky. 
The 20th overall pick in the 
draft showed flashes of 
why Pittsburgh was so high 
on him, becoming the first 
quarterback in NFL history 


to run for two touchdowns 
in his first game. The sec- 
ond was a 2-yard scramble 
that gave the Steelers (1- 
3) a 20-10 lead with 13:41 
remaining.q
